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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-39 are currently pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 37 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. The following claims language is unclear and indefinite: 

4. As per claims 37 and 39, line 6, it's uncertain whether "the computer system" 
refers to 'a first computer system" in line 5. There is a typo error in line 6 for 
"wheren". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter 
sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Roberts et al (U.S 20030135584, refers as "Robert 584"), in view of Robert et al 
(US 6792605, refers as "Robert 605). 

7. As to claims 1 ,12, 19, 30, 37 and 39 , Roberts 584 teaches the invention 
substantially as claimed including a, method, system and product for creating a 
first computer program at a first computer system in a web services environment, 
the method comprising the steps of: 

responsive to a GUI (graphical user interface) user action (FIGURE 6: 
600), moving a first representation of a first web service program into a common 
storage partition of the first computer system (FIGURE 5, and FIGURE 6;:606; 
where a feature list contains feature services 1 , 2 and 3), the first web service 
program stored at a second computer system remote from the first computer 
system (FIGURE 6: 602; paragraph 121 ; the future service is stored in the server 
where the template author application is running ); 

responsive to a GUI user action, moving a second representation of a 
second program into the common storage partition of the first computer system 
(FIGURE 5; feature service 2); 
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responsive to a GUI user action, interconnecting the first representation of 
the first web service program with the second representation of the second 
program in the common storage partition of the first computer system wherein 
the first web service program and the second program cooperate to perform a 
desired function byway of the interconnection (FIG. 5; paragraph 107 
interconnection of feature services 1 and 2); 

responsive to a GUI user action, saving to storage an interconnected 
representation of the first web service program and second representation of the 
second program as a first encapsulated program (FIGURE 6: 610; paragraph 
1 25; where the feature service 61 0 is the encapsulated program of all the 
feature services in the feature list 606). 

8. However, Robert 584 does not explicitly teach saving to storage the identifying 
information identifying the first encapsulated program; and the invoking 
information for invoking the first encapsulated program; and providing the 
identifying information and invoking information to a third computer system 
remote from the first computer system. 

9. Whereas, in the same field of endeavor Roberts 605 discloses a web services 
directory for storing service ID's that identify a plurality of web services and 
saving invocation information; configuration parameter ( FIG. 1, col. 5, lines 9- 
20; col. 6, lines 1-10; col. 8, lines 50-67 and col. 9, lines 1-35; col. 16, lines 60- 
67). 
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10. It would be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Robert 584 's invention with Robert 605's 
invention to store identifying information and invocation information of an 
encapsulated program and provide them to a third computer . One would be 
motivated combine these two references in order to not only provide the 
invocation of appropriate services when a request for data or services are 
received, but also to improve security by providing these information to a third 
computer (Roberts; abstract; col. 7, lines 1-5). 

1 1 . As to claim 2, 17, 20 and 35 Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the storage of 
any one of the saving to storage steps is any one of local storage or remote 
storage (paragraph 105). 

12. As to claims 3 and 21 , Roberts 605 teaches wherein, the identifying 
information further comprises descriptive information describing function of the 
first encapsulated program (col. 17, lines 1-67). 

13. As t claims 4, 18, 22 and 36 , Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the first 
encapsulated program comprises a web service program (abstract).

14. As to claims 5 and 23 Roberts 605 teaches, wherein any one of the 
identifying information or the invoking information are provided in WSDL ( col. 
17, lines 5-67; where "XML" is a type of WSDL). This claimed element of Robert 
reference meets the claimed limitation of the claim. 

15. As to claims 6-7, 24-25 and 38 it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 1 
above. 

16. As to claims 8 and 26 Roberts 605 further teaches, wherein the call request 
is received by way of any one of a local application interface or a network 
protocol, the network protocol comprising any one of Soap, RPC, hyper-sockets 
or HTTP (FIGURE 2B). 

17. As to claims 9 and 27, Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the encapsulated 
program is any one of visually designed, visually configured, visually managed or 
visually created using GUI techniques (FIGURE 8). 

18. As to claims 10, 16, 28 and 34, Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the moving, 
interconnecting and saving to storage the interconnected representation steps 
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are performed by a Drag and Drop operation on a GUI display on any one of the 
first computer system or a remote computer system (paragraph 120). 

1 9. As to claims 1 1 and 29, Roberts 605 teaches , wherein any one of the 
identifying information or the invoking information is dynamically generated 
(abstract; col. 10, lines 58-67; information are generated at runtime). 

20. As to claims 13 and 31, Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the interconnection 
function comprises any one of a parallel execution connection, a serial execution 
connection, a data normal izer function, an algebraic function, a Boolean function, 
a one to many interconnection function, a many to one interconnection function, 

a many to many interconnection function, a switching function, a filtering function, 
or a monitoring function ( FIG. 5). 

21 . As to claims 14 and 32, Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the interconnection 
function determines an input to output path through the modifier wherein the path 
is determined by a value of an input to the modifier (paragraph 107). 
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22. As to claims 15 and 33, Roberts 584 teaches, wherein the interconnection 
function determines an input to output path according to predetermined criteria 
(paragraph 103; criteria for building the web service). 

Conclusion 

23. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

SIDDA, AJAY (CA 2376038) discloses a system and method for graphically 
creating data flows and control flows for XML web services. 
Kodosky et al (US 7062718) discloses a Configuration diagram which 
graphically displays program relationship.
